Is me, faith Chriſt: Firſt in Chriſt, and 
then-you ſhall have peace from Chriſt; 
facred peacg ; it is a Legacy that Chriſt 
> he gives this Legacy t6t

to ſtrangers,. but to his friends ; ſuch 
as are united to him. Firſt the Pipe 
muſt be laid to the Spring before it 
receives Water from the Spring : fo 
we muſt firſt by faith be united ta 
Chriſt, laid to-this Spring by faith, be- 
fore we can receive, the ſweet influ- 
ences-of peace from him.

He ſhall Sit and Rule, and he ſhall be a 
Prieſt apon the Throne. Obſerve, Chriſt 
as a Prieſt, he makes peace, but he 
will be a Prieſt upon the Throne 
that 
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that is, he will bring this heart, whete 
he gives peace, irito a full ſubjection to 


his Laws; he will be as» Prieſt upon 
his Throne. | 

Now let us examine ; Have we gl- 
ven ſubjefion to Chriſt Jeſus? do we 
ſubmit to his bleſſed Laws 2 does 
Chriſt Sit and Rule in our hearts as a 
Prieft upon his.
